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CRICKET. 
ON BOWLING AND FIELDING. 


The division of bowling into round-hand and under-hand as genera. 
and fast, slow, and medium pace as species, is more true as a matter of 
history than of fact. Underhand bowling is almost extinct, _ Mr. 
Drake among amateurs, and ‘Tinley among professionals are unique; 
but there is literally no one to hand down the traditions of that old 
fast underhand bowling, which, I think, might be reproduced with 
advantage. Thothings called ‘‘loba” are not deserving of the 
slightest notice, and thus my remarks may be restricted to round-hand 
bowling. And here again ig another limitation; for fast bowling of 
this kind also is rapidly dying out. Tarrant still keeps up his won- 
derful speed, and, when tho ground favours him, manages to combine 
with it a destructive “break;” but Jackson, Griffith, and Willsher 
have all moderated their pace, and the younger school, A. Shaw, 
James Lillywhite, and the Jike have never attempted pace at all. The 
reason for this chauge is that experience and observation have taught 
people that pace is of very little importance compared with pitch and 
precision,—and that fast bowling is, as a general rule, much easier to 
play than slow, and much more productive of runs. If these undoubted 
truths apply to professionals, much more will they hold good for ama- 
teurs ; and no one can deny that of all bad amateur bowlers (whose 
name is legion), the fastest are the worst, I will accordingly confine 
my observations to medium-pace and slow round-hand bowling, which 
alone, in present circumstances, are worthy of study. Tho former of 
these two styles is shown to perfection by James Lillywhite. I cannot 
conceive a more excellent model for any one who aspires to bo a 
bowler. His ease of action and do- 
livery which enables him to bowl 
as well at the end of a long day as 
at the beginning; his wonderfa 
accuracy, and his power of deceiving 
the batsman by raising or lowering 
his arm, and appearing to vary the 
length of the- ball, while all the 
time a uniform pitch is maintaiced, 
and the only thing that varies is 
the curvo described before the ball 
pitches,—these are some of the 
qualities that make his bowlia 
second to none at the present day, 
A. Shaw also ia another well worth 
imitating; and, in general, take for 
your model a bowler who has no 
marked peculiarities, and no singu- 
Jarity of action and delivery, how- 
ever much his own success may be 
increased thereby. Grundy and 
Wootton are in the very first class 
of bowlers; but it would be ridicu- 
lous to imitate either Grundy’s low 
delivery, or Wootton’s wrist work. 
Peculiarities of delivery very often 

uzzle the batsman, but they cannot 
bs taught. Every bowler must in- 
vent his own for himself. Mr. W. 
S. Norton, a very successful ama- 
teur bowler, owes a great deal of 
his success to his remarkable de- 
livery. You never know when the 
ball is coming. His fingers, wrist, 
elbow, and arm twist and twiil 
about so that your eyes are quite 

_ dazzled. Last of all comes the bal), 
which you fail to see. The worm. 
of this sort of style, however, is that 
itis difficult to keep up. It is all 
extra exertion to the bowler, and he 
tires under it; whereas Mr. R. D 
Walker, with his easy unfatiguing 
action, goes on, and goes on, and 
will not be denied. It is the 
greatest fallacy to imagice that 
straight bowling is the beet. A 
good bowler is one who has such 
command over the ball that he can 
pitch it where he likes, to the leg, 
to off, or quite straight. To # great 
hitter, bowl straight. The con- 
sciousness of his powers will now 
audthen make him forget the duty 
of defevce. Toa man with a strong 
defence and straight bat bowl off 
the wicket, first to one side then to 
the other, Find out on which side 
he hits most weakly. A sticker 
very seldom hits to more than one 
or two places. I have séen nearly 
the whole field moved over to the 
on-side and disversed between 
short-leg and mid-on for a first-rate 
defensive bat whose weak point was 
there. ‘he bowler hid confidence 
in his command over the ball, and 
gecared his man in a short time. 

This is the skill and science of 
cricket, as of every other encounter 
requiring the exercise of judgment 
—to take advantage of an adver- 
sary’s wexkness. Bowling downa 
good man’s middle stump (after he 
has made 60 perhaps) is mere brute 
force and very often mere luck, 
But with proper judgment, and 
sufficient ability to act thereon, I 
believe that very few innings would 
exceed 20, and the balance of the 
game weuld be much moro equally 
maintained. I assume, of course 
that fair chances are taken; and 1 
may sy, by the way, that I incline 
to the opinion that after three pal- 
pable chances a man should be 
‘‘out.” To return to bowling. 
When a Men bends his Jegs much in playing orward, bowl at them 
ponte: side Will be sure to get a cannon off them before long. 
Omere nape einer steps out of his ground, and bow! for the 
wicket- aes “ full pitch is a very good thing occasionally, parti 
cularly for a steady man, and when it is the last ball of @ good over. 
Besides a pitched-up is not 80 bad as a short-pitched ball. Long-hops 
are tho ein of bowlers for which there is no forgiveness, Lastly (but 
what bowler ever attended to this?) don't go on when your bowling 
does not pay ; and don't consider the friend who suggests a change as 
your greatest enemy. This is particularly applicable to slow bowlers, 
of whom there are mapy good examples among amateurs, Mr. Pelham, 
Mr. Maitland, aud Captain Arkwright, for instance. ‘The bowling 
may be excellent, but things may not come off. The field may be 
lazy, the wicket-keeper out of form, the batsman may go in for neck 
or nothing, and with a ran of luck, Slows are no good then; for 
they depend only partially on their own excellence, and require, more 
aaa any other bowling, the co-operation of a ready and intelligent 

é . 

The first thing necessary to make a good field is a good captain. 
Otherwise they are like a body without a head. For they require to 
be constantly moved. Every fresh bowler and every fresh batsman 
involves an alteration, more or less, in the placing the field; and this 
should always be done silently. by a motion of the hand, A man who 
will not move in the fie!d without being shouted at is only fit for trap, 
bat, and ball. On the other hand, a captain must not worry the 
field, or move them to gratify his owncaprices. ‘‘ Will you be good 
enough, sir,” said a captain once to me, “tobe at an angle of forty- 
five degrees between the gentleman who is batting and the gentleman 
who ia standing ‘ point?’” While 1 was wondering by what possible 


change of position I could make myself into an angle, and drawing 
imaginary lines to determine my J/ocus, the ball was of a sudden 
cut with much sharpness, and, being unprepared to catch it, I was hit 
violently in the pit of mystomach. No doubt the captain considered 
me a very obtuse angle. After all, a good fieldsman does not want 
very much captaining. His own judgment will tell him to go out for 
this man, to come in for that one; to play fine at one timo, and square 
at another; and a good captain will never interfere with this discre- 
tionary power. Avoid gallery-fielding ; using one hand instead of 
two may bring down around of cheers, but all good judges execrate 
it. Never mind if you miss a catch, orif you miss fielding a hit. 
You have tried your best; but don’t stand still after the miss. Run 
as hard as you can after the ball, and don’t, because you have lost two 
runs already, lose two more. it 2 

A min who will not run hard in the field, particularly after missing 
a chance deserves to have the Eumenides after him in full cry. 
Never make excuses, for nobody believes them. [n vain may you 
protest that the sun was in your eye, that a fly flew into your eye, 
that your eyelashes got into your eye, that your foot slipped, that the 
ball “ spun go, old fellow, I saw it turn a foot in the air, just as I was 
ready to catchit.” It is of no good. I have heard these reasons 
before to-day, * Quodcunque ostendie mihi sic [k of hearing such] 
incredulus odi.” No, don’t make a double muff of yourself. Call your- 
self all the unparliamentary aud improper names you can think of, and 
determine that you will not do the like again. . 

One word about throwing. Good fielding is of no use without accu- 
rate throwing, The general fault is that, as with the screw stroke at 
billiards, you put on too much. You see men five yards from the 
wicket keeper hurling with fall their might, and then not even at his 
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MENEAR, the Renowned West Country Wreetlor, 


hands, that were bad enough; but they throw at his hend, bis 
etomach, his shins, or his boots. How many an easy run out is thus 
lost, how many a promising wicket-keeper is thus rmined! And this 
arises simply from a fieldsman being in such a horry, that he cannot 
look. He dashes in, picks the ball up, and sends it be knows not 
where. You don’t wanta man who can throw 110 yards; you want 
a man who cn throw coolly and with accuracy fifteen or twenty 
yards into the wicket-keeper’s hands, and for longer distances send 
him an easy firat bound, In fact, in this as in every other depart- 
ment cf the game, you do not want brute force; you want moderate 
power judiciously used. This is the essence of cricket, this is its 
moral also.—Land and Water, :

THE WORLD OF BILLIARDS. 
UMPIRES IN BILLIARD MATOHES. 
(From Wilkes’ Spirit of the Times.) 

Shortly after the second encounter between Dudley Kavanagh and 
Pierre Carme, we broached the advisability of dispensing in future 
with umpires—who, as at present selected, instead of Leing thoroughly, 
tniparital: and qualified to arbitrate between players, are almost 
always partisan, almost invariably have money bet on the game, and 
it would seem are sometimes quite as much indebted for their office 
to a solid and unchallenged reputation for roguery, a8 to anything 
else. Since we first called attention to tho matter, it has been 
extensively diacussed by professional players, who in the main agree 
with us that this umpire business is béing overplayed, that it violates 
the spiritand intent of the rules, and that there must bea reform of 
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some kind, or_else professional billiard-playing and the public-room 
trade will eventually go tothe dogs. Indeed, we are informed that 
one of the competitors proposed that the recent game for the cham- 
pionship should progress minus the accompaniment so common to 
modern billiard matches—the “roaming farce” of Umpire . 
Umpire, and Both v, The Referee, and All Three v. The Players ; 
but his opponent, it appears, preterted to follow in the wake of tradi- 
tion, and hence the Joseph Surface of the American billiard world 
appeared for the ninety-seventh time in the comic role ‘ which he 
has made exclusively his own.” The Billiard Cue has at length taken 
the subject in hand, and in the March number slashes right and left 
at the system, while in vague yet sufficiently comprehensible 
languags it raps the knuckles of some of the ‘‘ sweet.scented gera- 
niums,” as our lively contributor ‘“Sulky” would call them, who 
have distioguished themselves in the umpire’s chair. Tho public are 
just beginning to perceive the abuses to which the office of umpire is 
liable—they are just beginning to comprehend that an unprincipled 
or ‘‘ first-class” umpire can, under favorable circumstances. rob an 
opposing player of thrée or four counts in the course of a game of 
1,500 points; and we very much question if hereafter anybody will 
be permitted to officiate as umpire in any important billiard match 
which may be played in this city. Woe question, also, if even the 
most unblushing of these standing umpires will care to act as such 
when language as plain as this from tho Billiard Cue shall appoar 
more frequently in print : 

Umpires having ceased to be judges, or arbiters, it is about time 
this much-abused office was abolished. If it is to be maintained as 
at present, cues may as well be given those who fill it, for nowadays 
umpires frequently play almost as much of the game as the con- 

testants themselves. In eight cases 
out of ten, they are chogen for their 
extreme partisanship, and without 
regard to any special qualification. 
They are in no sense umpires— 
who, according to Webster, ‘are 
persons to whose decision a ques- 
tion between parties in controversy 
is referred.” Once in their chairs, 
instead of forming. along with the 
person they have jointly chosen a 
council of three for the considera- 
tion and adjustment of disagree- 
ments betweon tho players, they 
take upon themselves to do things 
which no more come within range 
of their duties than marking the 
game does, and, ignoring all fact 
and equity, urge and resist pleas 
as earnestly as though they had 
been chogen for that purpose and 
no other. As soon as a claim is 
made—there has been a foul shot, 
we willsay, and the foul was of the 
most palpable kind—what course 
does the “ opposing umpire ” put 
ene in nine “cases out of ten? 
Thongh satisfied in his own mind 
that the play was foul, he maintains 
that it was not foul. If pushed to 
the wall, hoe will argne, in at- 
tempted extenuation of his caurse, 
either that. he was put in office to 
see that the player obtained all that 
he should declare himself entitled 
to, or else that thero was a possi- 
bility that he (tho nmpire) might 
‘have been mistaken, and that, 
after all, tho shot was not. foul. 
Freqnently,these anomalous umpires 
wax hot.in argument, and gesticu- 
late vehemently ; and then the audi- 
ence, always more or less partisan, 
take up fhe jeopardized causes of 
their, respective favourites with 
increased ardour, and. grow even 
more demonstrative than’ their 
models, who are plying tooth and 
nail to puzzle the referee. The

Aside from the fact that the rules 
of the game expressly forbid it, 
thero is no more reagon that an um- 
pire should point out irregularities 
of play, than that he should sug- 
gest to the players what stroke they 
had beet undeitake, or warn them 
against laying with the wrong ball 
—or, indeed, take the cue in hand 
himself, and play a difficult shot or 
two whenever ho fancies that either 
RAY \ opponent is unequal to the emer- 
SNS . SS gency. All this is tho player's busi- 
NS IN nese—it is a part of the contest. 

ONS To sce that be himself is allowed 
every shot he makes, and receives 
credit therefore upon the ‘' string,” 
is no more essential than for him to 
see that his opponent gets nothing 
Hut what is his due. Moreover, 
‘saving to rely solely upon himself, 
he will be moro vigilant; and, at 
the worst, should he fail (0 detect 

. an irregularity in the play of his 

| Opponent, and be informed of his remissness after the game is over, 

he will be more watchful on the bext occasion— especially if he has been 
beaten. ‘ 

Usually, and it is almost invariably the case with professional 
players, the contestants see every foul shot, otc., that is perpetrated ; 
yet, the’ umpires put in twicoas many claims, and we havo seon up- 
ward of twenty chargeaof foul,” in a game of 1,500 points, where not 
more than three or four were justifiable. It may beset down ag a rule 
that fully one-third of the claims which emanate from umpires aro 
groundless: and when such is the fact, who can estimate tho effect 
upon tho player in whose behalf they were pressed? Ho naturally 
thinks that something wrong has been done, though he did not see it 
and should two or three suecessive decisions be against him, ho 
concludes that the referee is either biased or incompetent, and perhaps 
both—if not, then that “luck. ig against him,” and on the side of his 
rival, But something more than this often results from tho repeated 
protests of over-zealous or designing umpires, and that is, injustice to 
the opposing player ; for, human judgment being fallible, it neces - 
sarily follows that the greater the number of disputes, the greater tho 
number of incorrect decisions, 

Altogether, billiard umpires have come to be a nuisance, and should 
be ostraciséd. Apart from the reasons already given fcr tho abolish- 
ment of the office, there is another. Umpires talk too much. ei Thero 
is no need of any talk whatever, further than to say “ Foul,” “No 
foul,” “Nocount,” ‘*Oount,” &c. Argument is wholly superfluous 
and there iseven no need to state to the referee the nature of the 
assumed error. If the referee saw the stroke, he knows what kind of 
a one it was, and can proclaim it at once; if he did not see it, or 
having seen it, doeg not know wherein it violated the rules, he is not 
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dualified to.:pronounee upon it, and should not make the attempt. The 
logic of fie cel periey is thas contained in a nutshell. To Jisten to 
argument is to hesitate, and to hesitate in a position of this kind is i? 
go wrong oftener than right; and should the referee be a oi ta 
scant resolution, he is peculiarly apt to decide in favour a tha 
player whose ‘‘ umpire” is the loudest and fastest talker, or who oan 
present his views in the most plausible light. An additional reason 
for the discontinuance of the office is, that, as those who occupy it are 
certain to disagree, the question may as well go to the reforeo at first 7 
last; and in point of economizing time and checking excitement, i 
would be better were all disputes of contending players thus sum- 
marily disposed of. ‘ 
If sstoli pamés are hereafter to be allotved to go on with any sais 
faction to the audience and the players, these so-called umpires mn 
ba debarred from participation. Let there be mutually chosen on i 
one man, or threo or five men to be stationed at different sides 0 : 
table, to adjudge the questions likely to arise between players, ant 
we will guarantee that the spectators will preserve their temper an 
the contestants their self-possession, and then there will be Sy enaee 
able less uproar and confusion, and much finer playing. But i eee 
immediately interested are of the opinion that ‘‘umpires” are & se 
lutely necessary, and contribute towards making the contest a or 
thorough test of skill,and at the same time nota little Oi, $ 
winning of it, we submit that, instead of being practical i ee 
players, and possessed of a thorough knowledge of the rules © jee 
game and the different kinds of stroke they might better be choson exc } 
sively from among pottifogging lawyers, or Beg eutueryh dis Pe : 
liare. Indeo?, we think we can seo the time, and that not far " ant, 
when they will have to be thus chosen; for if events ee 0 re- 
peat themselves as they have for the past few years, it ae ecome 
as difficult to prevail upon & man with any respect for Sper to eat 
as an “umpire,” as it now is to induce a person of honour and capacity

wrong in what they had done, and they must not repeat the offence. 
If the only object the prosecution had in view was to put @ stop to the 
practice complained of, it could be attained here without carrying the 
case any further, by the defendants entering inte recognisances not to 
offend again. , 

Mr. Poland said that, at the last trial, the question was raised as to 
whether it was @ common law nuisance. The men contended that so 
long as they moved out of the way ‘when anybody came up it was not 
a nuisance at common law, but Mr. Justice Blackburn laid it down 
that it was. Hecould not agree to accept the recognisances of the 
defendants, because if he did their agents would be thore to-morrow 
carrying on the same thing. Ie had evidence against the defendants, 
and if they chose to plead guilty at the Old Bailey they could be dealt 
with-by the Judge. _ 

Mr. Beard thought there was no application of the prosecution in 
August, 1861, to these defendants, because the former contended for 
what they thought to be a right; but the latter were now satisfied 
that they were wrong, and were willing to enter into recognisances 
not to offend again. None of the present defendants were included 
in the previous prosecutions, r 

Mr. Poland said he would prove shortly the nature of the nuisance, 
and then ask for a remand, so that the other defendants who had not 
surrendered might be brought up on the first summonses that had been 
granted, and all committed at the same time.

Robert Warren, P.O. 553, and Sergeant Ward, 34, proved seeing the 
defendants carrying on their betting transactions in Farringdon-street 
and Stonecutter-street, from the 13th to tho 26th of March. They 
usually caine about half-past eleven o’clock in the morning, and stayed 
till about three in the afternoon, They sometimes stood in the footway, 
and sometimes in the roadway. From four or five to 15 or 16 people 
used to beround them, Thenumber of betting book-makers frequont-

THE BETTING NUISANCE IN FARRINGDON 
STREET. 


George Groome, John Poole, Edward Ray, Joseph Cathro, Joseph 
Scott, Matthew Frost, John Kay, and Thomas Webber, appearéd 
before Alderman Dakin, at Guildball Police-court, in answer toa 
summons charging them with causing an obstruction in Farringdon: 
atreet. Summoneer had also been served on four other persons named 
Webb, Palmer, Cook or Edwards, Mather, and Gurney, but they did 

ot make their appearance. 
‘ Mr. Poland Trended to prosecute; Mr. Warton, instructed by a 
rolicitor, said he enieeres me Scott, and Mr. Lhomas Beard for 
ay, and Cathro. : 
ge le a Me George Walter, Mr. Holdich, Mr. Bone, and other 
gentlemen who formed the deputation that waited on Es vee 
in order to get these proceedings instituted, attended to watc r) 

roceedings. . 

: Mr. Poland said the summonses charged the atone es erent 
ing an obstruction in Farringdon-street which amoun s ) nee 
noisance. The defendants were all betting mep, an tee o'clock ib 
habit of going to Farringdon-street about eleven oF twelve tiaatior: 
the day, and continuing there until threo or four o'clock in the ner 
noon. ‘They drew round them a number of idlers for the Buepe = 
cairying on betting transactions. As soon a4 the defendants place 
themselves in the streets and pulled out their betting books they were 
surrounded by persons (servants and others) to make: their bets. 
This had become so great a nuisance to the inhabitants that they had 
been obliged tocomplain to the police, and officers in plain clothes 
had been placed to watch them for so long a time that they were now 
enabled to identify every one of the defendants, It* had been their 
custom when they saw the police coming to walk into the road, 
whithe: the crowd followed them, s0 that they sometimes obstructed 
the footway and sometimes the roadway. Some years ago there was 
a prosecution against some arties for assembling in Bride-lane, when 
they were tried before Mr. Justice Blackburn, and found guilty. Thoy 
were held to bailto come up for judgment when called upon. They 
then went fo some vacant ground in Farringdon-road which was 
called the .uins, but that being wauted for other purposes it had been 
enclosed, and the defendants, instead of giving up their practices, 
had com down into Farringdon-street to carry them on, to the great 
annoyanc¢ of the inhabitants of the neighbourhood. 

Mr. Bea2« said, if the court would allo x him, he would state on the 
part of tu. 36 whom he represented, that they had placed themselves 
entirely uoJder his direction, and he had advised them that they were 
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themselves only a fow feet apart, so that the crowd congregating round 
them s0on obstructed the pathway | 

Mr. Poland hero asked for a fhuxand! 

Mr. Beard, in answor to the application, ssid he must bo per- 
mitted to say that the nuisance complained of had subsided, and that 
all that could be desired was.now accomplished, for the defendants 
would enter into recognisances not to go thereagaio. If, however, 
they were to be remanded, he hoped that decision would not apply to 
Mr. Scott, as the case wag very weak against him. He was by himself 
in Stonecutter-strect, near the market, which did not aunoy anyone. 

Mr. Poland said he thought he had a good case against him, although 
the nulgance was not so great in his case as in the others. 

Alderman Dakin said there was a sufficient case against all the 
defendants to remand them, and he should doso in order that the other 
defendants might be in attendance at the next hearing. 

_ The summonses were then adjourned, and the defendants bound over 
in their own recognisances to appear this day. 

Mr. Lawley, on behalf of the deputation of which he formed a part, 
assured the magistrate -that all they wanted was tho suppression of 


the nuisance ; and if there was any renewal of it carried on by the. 


defendants or their agents, it would soon como to their knowledge, and 
they would take immediate steps in the matter. 

Ihe defendants assured the Court they would never g° there again, 
and, having entered into their recognisances, left the Court.
